WASHINGTON (U P )-T h e cost 
of giving rose to an all-tim e high 
in July, the Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics reported today. This was 
the lith consecutive m onthly in­ 
crease. 
The July advance was one-half 
of one per cent. 
The bureau said substantial ad 
vances in food prices and in the 
“other goods and services” group 
were the principal causes of the 
rise.

Food prices rose I per cent dur­ 
ing the m onth, reacing an all- 
dim e high. Food prices now are 
seven-tenths of I per cent above

Referendum 
1 -The referendum will ask bor­ 
ough council to approve a special 
tax, not to exceed two mills, for 
the purpose of running the li­ 
brary. 
Councilman Neal Nolan made 
the proposal which was passed 
unanimously by council. 
At 
present, 
Morrisville 
resi­ 
dents pay a 20 mill tax. The rate 
was lowered one mill from the 
previous year. 
For several years, the library 
has been supported by the dona­ 
tions of the public through the 
efforts of the 
Morrisville Wo­ 
men's Club. 
Recently the women began cir­ 
culating peteitions to have the 
proposal for a referendum placed 
before council for its decision.

of

m en's group have stated that it 
has become increasingly m o r e 
difficult to raise funds for the 
continuation of the library. 
The women feel 
without l:.e 
borough council taking over the 
operation of the library, the en­ 
tire operation may have to close. 
A spokesman for the library 
group said the younger children 
j in the borough make the most 
use of the library and they would 
be hurt most if the library had to 
discontinue its services.

$3 Billion Is 


Aid Prediction 


WASHINGTON (UP)—Two key 
senators predicted today the Sen­ 
ate would approve a foreign aid 
appropriation of about three bil- 
' lion dollars. 
| 
The two were Senate Republi- 
i can Leader W illiam F. Knowland, 
who wants the Senate to vote 
more than the $2,500,000,000 ap- 
. proved by the House, and Sen. 
I Allen J. Ellender 'D - La.), who 
believes the House figure is high 
enough. 
Both are members of the Sen­ 
ath 
Appropriations 
Committee, 
which probably will not act on the 
House - approved bill until next 
Monday. 
Knowland told reporters he ex­ 
pected the Senate to accept a to­ 
tal “ in the neighborhood of three 
billion dollars but that it was too 
early for a more definite esti­ 
mate. President Eisenhower 
ap­ 
pealed to the Senate Wednesday 
to “put back every cent” of the 
full $3,367,000,000 program. 
Ellender said he expected the 
Senate to approve no more than 
three billion dollars. He foresaw 
a final figure of about $2,750,000.- 
000 after the Senate version had 
been reconciled with the House 
bill by a joint conference com­ 
mittee. 
The President also had at least 
the partial s u p p o r t of Senate 
Democratic 
Leader Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson 
(Tex.) 
who 
said 
he 
would vote some increase over the 
Houserapproved figure.
